A crowded audience in the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, for the  prize-winners’ 
concert last Saturday afternoon was in 
‘| keeping with the high pitch of success that 
has marked the whole of the 1926 Feis 
Ceoil. The programme for the concert 
comprised thirty-four of the winning per- 
formances, and only one of the thirty-four 
was omitted. On the vocal side we had the 
children’s trio, the ladies’ trio, the ladies’ 
mixed and male vocal duets, and tle 
ladies’ trio in Irish, besides the cup- 
winning s@loists, and the gold medallists 
in all the vocal solo classes. — 
on the instrumental side, we bad cup 
winners, gold medallists in the senior 
elasses (except wind instruments), string 
quartet and E and piano duet. No 
orchestral or choral performance was 
practicable on this occasion; and, indeed, 
just as it was, the concert was a most 
enjoyable feast of -music. - 


‘ THE INSTRUMENTALISTS. 


Among winners of whom I was not able to 
make mention in my Notes during the 
week a few gave a of outstanding 
merit. Miss Eileen Braid is as sound a 
pianist as ever took the gold medal in the 
senior pianoforte class. Her rformance of 
the Beethoven Sonata, Opus K 4 
in no wise as student's work; — on that 
pecformance she would seem to de alread 
mist of the gp I shall expect á 
adven the Pigott Cup Competition, and 
possibiy to the Hamilton Harty Cup Competi- 
tion, also to occur with prospect of N 
success. 

Miss Maude Davin, whose skill at the 
violin has been attested by numerous Feis 
awards in past years, has taken up the viola 
with great success. In her playing of an 
allegretto movement by Wols , she 
avoided alithe pitfalls that the viola holds, 
even for an experienced violinist, and gave a 
most musical interpretation. In a Beethoven 
movement the Misses Alice and Sheila 
Brough and May and Una Lord, the first 
prize-winning quartet since 1923, gave a de- 
Jightínl performance. If these ‘young per- 
formers hold together for a few years we may 
find in them successors to the Dowse Quartet 
and the Nora Thomson Quartet of former 
years in Dublin. Miss Una Lord, of the 
members of this new quartet, is a ist of 
excellent promise, as she proved last Satur- 
day in her repetition of the prize-winning 
performance of the Goltennann test in the 
senior cello class. 

Besides Mrs. Penrose, in her duet with 
Mrs. Williams, three other violinists appeared 
as soloist: at Saturday’s concert—Miss 
Eleanor Reddy, who now holds the Eileen 
Cup after a third win; Miss Becky White, 
whose playing of the Kreisler Recitative and 
Scherzo Caprice (the intensely difficult test 
for the Arthur Darley Prize), was as clean 
and expressive as could be wished; and Miss 
ee | Franklin, who has worked her way 
steadily through the violin classes to the ” 
medal, and will go further. 


THE VOCALISTS.

MR. WHITE'S EVIDENCE. 
THE meee: hrs "HOTCHKISS 


In Saturday’s /rish Times a summary of 
Mr. White's evidence was given.

been seized by Scotland Yard. Fitzgerald 
Said to the witnesg, at the time that he had 
told the dctectives that the guns were the 
witness's property. 

“He said, continued the witness, ** that 
he gave my name, and stated that he was 
only storing them for me. He said thet his 
reason was that his brother, being a 
member of the Government here, the con- 
nection between the two would cause very 
serious complications with the British 
Government, and he asked me if I would 
substantiate that if challenged by Scotland 
Yard.” The witness did só, and told Colonel 
Carter, the man he saw at Scotland Yard, 
that the guns were bought in the ordinary 
way, and that the licensed number was there. 
Colonel Carter replied: “I will hold these 

until I hear something more about 
em. The witness subsequently spoke to 
Fitzgerald about the matter, and asked what 
was to happen or what was to be 
done. “He told me that as far as 
he was concerned, remarked the wit- 
ness, that he was finished with the 
whole business.

MANY WORKERS GOING ON 
SHORT TIME.

The unemployment figures for Northern 
Ireland for the week ending the 3rd inst., 
which were issued yesterday, show that 
there was an increase of 1,189 in the 
number of persons unemployed; due to 
temporary stoppages,” and I understand 
that this figure will be increased by about 
five. thousand during the coming week.
